HON. CHARLES SUMNER. 


IN UNITED STALES SENATE. 
Monday and Tuesday, May 19th and 20th. 


Mr. Presipent :—You are now called to redress 
a4 great transgression. Seldom in the history of 
natious has such a question been presented. ‘Tar- 
iffs, army bills, navy bills, land bills, are impor- 
tant, and justly occupy your care; but these all 
belong to the course of ordinary legislation, As 
means and instruments only, these ere necessarily 
subordinate to the conservation of Government it- 
self. Grant them or deny them, in greater or less 
degree, and you will inflictro shock. The ma- 
chinery of government will continue to move. The 
State will not cease to exist. Far otherwise is it 
with the eminent question now before you, involv- 
ing, 28 it does, Liberty ina broad Territery, and 
also involving the peace of the whole country with 
our good name in history forevermore. 

Take down your map, sir, and you will find that 
the ‘Territory of Kansas, more than any other re- 
gion, occupies the middle spot of North America, 
equally distant from the Aslantic on the cast, 
aud the Pacific on the west; from the frozen wa- 
ters ef Hudson’s Bay on the north, and the tepid 
Gulf Stream on the south, constituting the precise 
territorial centre of the whole vast Continent. To 
such advantages of situation, on the very highway 
between two oceans, are added a soil of unsur- 
pissed richness, and a fascinating, undulating 
beauty of surface, with a health-giving climate, 
calculated to nurture a powerful and generous 
people, worthy to bea central pivot of American 
Institutions. A few short months only have passed 
since this spacious mediterranean country was 
open only to the savage, whoran wild in its woods 
and prairies; and now it has already drawn to its 
bosom a population of freemen larger than Athens 
crowded within her historic gates, when her sons, 
under Miltiades, won Liberty fur mankind on the 
field of Marathon; more than Sparta contained 
when she ruled Greece, and sent forth her devoted 
children, quickened by a mother’s benediction, to 
return with their shields or on them; more than 
Rome gathered on ker seven hills, when, under her 
kings, she commenced that sovereign sway, which 
afterwards embraced the whole earth; more than 
London held, when, on the fields of Creey and 
Agincourt, the English banner was carried victori- | 
ously over the chivalrous hosts of France. 

Against this Territory, thus fortunate in position 
and population, a Crime bas been committed which 
is without example in the records of the Past. Not 
in plundered provinces or in the cruelties of selfish 
governors will you find its paralle!; and yot there 

is an ancient instance, which may show at least 
the path of justice. In the terrible impeachment 
by which the great Roman Orator has lasted 
through all time the name of Verres, amidst 
charges of robbery and sacrilege, the enormity 
which aroused the indignant voice of his accuser. 
and which still stands furth with strongest distinct- 
ness, arresting the sympathetic indignation of all 
who read the story, is, that away in Sicily he had 
scourged a citizen of Rome—that the cry “Il ama 
Roman citizen” had been interposed in vain} 
against the lash of the tyrant governor. Other | 
charges were, that he had carried away produe-| 











shrines. It was in the presence of the Roman} 
Senate that this arraignment proceeded; in a tem- | 
pie of the Forum; amidst crowds—such as no ora- 
tor had ever before arawn together—thronging the} 
porticos and colonnades, even clinging to the house | 
tops and neighboring slopes—and under the anx- 
ious gize of witnesses summonee from the scene | 
of crime. But an audience grander far—of high- 
er dignity—of more various people and of wider, 
intelligence—the countless multitude of suecced- | 
ing generations, in every land where eloquence | 
had been studied or where the Roman name has | 
been recognised—has listened to the accusation, | 
and throbbed with condemnation of the criminal. | 
Sir, speaking in an age of light and ina land of | 
constitutional liberty, where the safeguards of elee- 
tions are justly placed among the highest triampls 
of civilization, I fearlessly assert that the wrones 
of much abused Sicily, thus memorable in history, | 
were small by the side of the wreng: of Kansas, 
where the very shrines of pepular institutions, | 
more sacred than any heathen eltar, have been 
desecrated; where the ballot box, more precious | 
than any work, in ivory or marble, from the eun- 
ning hand of art, has been plundered; and where 
the ery ‘Laman American citizen,” has been in 
terposed in vain against outrage of every kind 
even upon life itself. Are you against sacrilege? 
I present it for your execration. Are you against | 
robbery? Lhold it upto your scorn. Are you, 
for the protection of American citizens? IL show} 
you how their dearest rights have been cloven 
down, while a Tyrannical Usurpation Shas sought 
to install itself on their very 2ecks! 

But the wickedness which L now begin to ex- 
pose is immeasurably aggravated by the motive 
whieh prompted it. Norin any common lust for 
power did this uncommon tragedy have its origin 
It is the rape of a virgin Territory, compelling it, 
to the hateful embrace of Slavery; and it may be 
clearly traced to a depraved longing fur a new 
slave State, the hideous offspring of such a crime, 
in the hope of adding to the power of slavery in 
the National Government. Yes, sir, when the 
whole world, alike Christian and Turk, is rising 
up to condemn this wrong, and to make ita hiss- 
ing to the nations, here in our Republic, /oree— 
aye, sir, FORCE—has been openly employed in 
compelling Kansas to the polution of Slavery, all 
for the sake of political power. ‘There is a simple 
fact, which you will vainly attempt to deny, but 
which in itself presents an essential wickedness. 
that makes other public crimes seem like public | 
Virtues, 

But this enormjty, vast beyond comparison, 
swells to dimensions of wickedness which the ima- 
ination toils in vain to grasp, when it is under- 
stood, that for this purpose are hazarded the hor. 
rers of intestine feud, not only in this distant Ter- 
ritory, but everywhere throughout the country.— 
Already the muster has begun. The strife isno 
longer local, but national. Even now, while | 
speak, purtents hang on all the arches of the hori- 
zon, threatening to darken the Lroad land, which 
already yawns with the mutterings of civil war.— 
The fury of the propagandists of Slavery, and the 
calm determination cf their opponents, are now 
diffused from the distant Territory oye: wide- 
spread communities, and the whole country in all 
tts extent—marshalling hostile divisions, and fore- 
shadowing a strife, which, unless happily averted 
by the triumph of Freedom, will become war— 
fratricidal, parricidal war—with an accumulated 
Wickedness beyond the wickedness of any war in 
human annals; justly provoking the avenging 
judgment of Providence and the avenging pen c! 

‘story, and constitating a strife, in the language 
of the ancient writer, more than foreign, more 
than sceial, more than ciril; but something com- 
pounded of all these ctrifes, and in itself more 
than war; sed potius commune quoddau ex omnibus 
et plus quam bellum. 

Such is the Crime which you are to judge. But 
the criminal aiso must be dragged into day, that 
YOu may see and measure the vower by which all

Machiavel, a meanness beyond that of Bacon, and 
an ability beyond that of Hastings. Justice to 
Kansas can be secured only by the prostration of 
this influence; for this is the Power behind—great- 
erthan any President—which succors and sus- 
tains the Crime. Nay, the proceedings I now ar- 
raign derive their fearful consequence only from 
this connection. 

In now opening this great matter, I am_ not in- 
sensible to the austere demaudy of the occasion; 


but the dependence of the crime against Kansas. 


upon the Slave Poweris so peculiar and import- 
ant, and I trust to bt pardoned while I impress it 
by an illustration, which to some may seem trivial. 
Its related in Northern mythology, that the god 
uf Force, visiting an eachanted region, was cbal- 
lenged by his réVal catertainer to what seemed a 
humble feat of strength—merely, sir, to lift a cat 
from the ground. The god smiled at the challenge, 
and, calmly placing his hand under tke belly of 
the animal, with auperhuman strength, strove, 
while the back of the feline monster arched far 
upwards, even beyond reach, and one paw actually 


forsook the earth, until at last the discomfited di- | 


vinity desisted; Lut he was little surprised at his 
defeat, when he learned that this creature, which 
seemed to bea eat, and nothing more, was not 
merely a cat, but that it belonged to and wasa 
part of the great Terrestrial Serpent, which, in 
its innumerable folds, encircled the whole globe. 
Even so the creature, whose paws are now fasten- 
ed upon Kansas, whatever it may seem to be, con- 
stitutes in reality a part of the Slave Power,which 
with loathsome fulds, is now coiled about the whele 
land. Thus do 1 expose the extent of the present 
contest, where we encuunter not merely Ildcal re- 
sistance, but also the unconquered sustaining arm 
behind. But out of the vastness of the Crime at- 
tempted, with all its woe and shame, I derivea 
well-founded assurance of a commensurate vast-| 
ness of effurt against ét, by the aroused masses of 


the country, determined not only to vindicate right; 


against wrong, but to redeem the Republic from 
the thraldom ef that Oligarchy, which prompts, 
directs, and concentrates, the distant wrong. 

Such is the Crime, and such the criminal, which 
itis my duty in this debate to expose, and, by the) 
Hlessing of God, this duty ehall be done compiete-. 
ly tothe end. But this will not be enough. “The 
Apologies, which, with strange hardihood, have! 
been offered for the Crime, must be brushed away, 
so that it shall stand forth, without a single rag, 
or fig-leaf, to cover its vileness. And, finally, the. 
rrue Remedy must be shown. The subject is 
complex in its relations, as itis transcendent in 


importance; and yet, if Lam honoied by your at- | 


‘tention, 1 hope to exhibit it clearly in all its parts, 
while I conduct you to the inevitable conclusion,

My task willbe divided under three different!

and thirdly, the 7rue Remedy. 

But, vefore entering upon the argument, I must, 


| say something of a general character, particularly 


in response to what has fallen from Senators who 


have raised themselves to eminence on this floor, 


in championship of human wrengs; I mean the 
Senator from South Carolina, (Mr. Butler.) and 
the Senator inva Ilinois, (Mr. Douglas,) who, tho 
unlike as Don Quixote and Sancho Panza, yet, like 
this couple, sally forth together in the same cause. 
fhe Senator from South Carolina has read many 
books of chivalry, aud believes himself a chival- 
rous knight, with sentiments of honor and cour- 
age. Of course he has chosen a mistress to whom, 
he has made his vows, and who, though ugly to 
others, is a.ways lovely to him; though polluted in | 
che sight of the world, is chaste in his sight—] 
mean the harlot, Slavery. For her his tongue is 
always profused in words. Let her be impeached 
in character, or ang proposition made to shut her 
mut from the exten®fon of her wantonness, and no 
extravagance of manner or hardihood of assertion 
is then too great for this Senator. The frenzy of 
Don Quixote, in behalf of his wench Dulcinea del 
Tobc« so, is all surpassed. The asserted rights of 
Slavery, which shock equality of all kinds are! 
cloaked by a fantastic claim of equality. If the, 
Slave States cannot enjoy what, in mockery of the 
great fathers of the Republic, he misnames equali- 
ty under the Constitution—in other words, the full 
power in the National Territories to compel fellow- 
men to unpaid toil, to separate husband and wife, | 
and to sell little children atthe auction bloeck— 
then, sir, the chivalric Senator will conduct the 
State of South Carolina out of the Union! Hero- 
ie Knight! Exalted Senator! A second Moses 
come for a second Exodus! 

But not content with this poor menace, which 
we have been twice told was “‘measured,”’ the Sen- 
ator, in the unrestrained chivalry of his nature, 


‘has undertaken to apply opprobrious words to 


those who differ from him on this floor. He calls 
them * sectional and fanatical;” and opposition to 
the usurpation in Kansas, he denounces as “an 
uncaleulating fanaticism.” To be sure, these 
charges lack all grace of originality, and all senti- 
ment of truth; but the adventurous Senator does 
not hesitate. He is the uncompromising, unblush- 
ing representative on this floor of a flagrant sec- 
tionalism, which now domineers over the Republic, 
and yet with a ludicrous ignorance of his own po- 
sition—unable to see himself as others see him— 
or with an effrontery which even bis white head 
ought not to protect from rebuke, he applies to 
those here who resist his sectionalism the very epi- 
thet which designates himself. The men who 
strive to bring back the Government to its original 
policy, when Freedom and not Slavery was nation- 
al, while Slavery and not Freedom was sectional, 
hearraigus as sectional. This will not do. It in- 
volves too great a perversion of terms, {1 tell that 
Senator, that it is to himself, and to the “organiza- 
tion” of which he is the “committed advoeate,” 
that this epither belongs. I now fasten it upon! 
them. For myself. I care little for names; but 
since the question has been raised here, I affirm 
thatthe Republican party of the Union is in no

erness, surrounded by a, savage foe, to injustice on 
'beds of ease; you discredit our later fathers, who 
few in numbers and weak in resources, yet strong 
in their cause, did not hesitate to brave the mighty 
power, of England, already encircling the globe 
with her morning drum beats. Yes, sir, of such 
are the fanatics of history, according to the Sena- 
tor. But I tell that Senator, that there are char- 
acters badly eminent, of whose fuaniticism there 
can ve no question. Such were the ancient Egyp- 
tians, who worshipped divinities in brutish forms; 
the Druids, who darkened the forests of oak, in 
which they lived, by sacrifices of blood; the Mexi- 
cans, who surreudered countless victims to the pro-, 
pitiation of their obseene iduls; the Spaniards, who 
under Alva, sought to force the Inquisition upon 
Holland, by a tyranny kindred to that now employ- 
ed to force Slavery upon Kansas; and such were 
the Algerines, when in sulemn conclave, after lis- 
tening to a speech not unlike that of the Senator 
from South Carolina, they resolved to continue the 
slavery of white Christians, and to extend it to the 
countrymen of Washington!

It has been well remarked Ly a distinguished 
historian of our country, that, at the Ithuriel touch 
of the Missouri discussion, the slave interest, hith- 
erto hardly recognised as a distinct elementin our 
system, started up portentous and dilated, with 
threats and assumptions, which are the origin of 
our existing rational polities. This was in 1820. 
The discession ended with the admission of Mics 


‘souri as a slaveholding State, and the prohibition 


of slavery in all the remaining territory west of 


the Mississippi, aud north of 56d 30m, leaving the 


condition of other territory south of this line, or 
subsequently acquired, untouched by the arrange- 
ment. Iere wasa solemn act of legislation,called 
at the time a compromise, a covenant, a compact, 
first brought forward in this body by a slaveholder 
—vindieated by slaveholders in debate—finally 
sanctioned by slaveholding votes—also upheld at 
the time by the essential approbation of a slave- 
holding President, James Msnree, and his Cabinet, 
of whom a majority were siavehbolders, ineluding 
Mr, Calhoun himself; and this compromise was 
made the condition of the admission of Missouri, 
without which the State could not have been re- 
ceived into the Unior. The bargain was simple, 
and was applicable, of course, only to the territory 
named.

Rev. Charles Kingsley has written for the new 
edition of ‘Alton Locke’’a new prefa. c, which con- 
|tains a noteworthy passage upon Democracy. The 
‘italics in the following estract are ours: 


“I frankly say that my experience of the last 
‘five years zives me little hope of any great develope- 
‘ment of the true democratic principle in Britain, 
because it gives me little sign that the many are 
fit for it. Remember always that Democracy means 
a government, not merely by numbers of insulated 
individuals, but by Demos—by men accustomed 
tu live in Deinci, or corporate bodies, and aceus- 
,tomed, therefore, to the self-control, obedience to 
‘law, and seif-sacrificing public spirit, without 
which a corporate body can not exist; Lut thata 
“democracy” of mere numbers is no democracy, vut 
a mere brute ‘‘arithmocracy,” which is certain to 
degenerate into an “ochlocracy,” or government 
by mob, in which the numbers have no real share; 
an oligarchy of the fiercest, the noisiest, the rashest. 
and the most shameless, whieh is surely swallowed 
up either by adespotiem,as in France, cr as in 
| Athens,by utter national ruin, and helpless slavery 
‘to a foreign invader> Letthe workmen of Britain 
‘train themselves in the corporate spirit, and in the 
obedience and self-control which it brings, ‘as they 
jeasily can in associations, and bear in mind always 
that only he who can obcy is fit lo rule: and then, 
when they are fit for it, the Charter may come, or 
things, I trust, far better than the Charter; and till 
they have done so, Ict them thank the jast and 
merciful Ileavens for keeping out of their hands 
any power, and for keeping off their shoulders any 
responsibility, which they would not be able to use 
aright. I thank God heartily, this day, that I have 
no share in the government of Great ’Brilain ; and 1 
advise my working friends to do the same, and to 
believe that, when they are fit to take their share 
therein, all the powers of earth cannot keep them 
from taking it; and that, till then, happy is the 
man who does the duty which lies nearest him, 
| who educates his family, raises his class, performs 
his daily work to God and to his country, not 
merely to his employer and himself; furit is only 
he that is faithful over a few things who will be 
made, or will be happy in being made, ruler over 
many things.”

Mr. Bowen, 2 Baptist Missionary, sent from 
Florida, in bis Journal mentions a visit made last | 
April to Horrin, the capital of the Kingdom of | 
Yoryuba. He speaks of it as about the largest! 
town, with the exception of London, that he has 
ever seen. Ile describes the inhabitants as a pecu- | 
liar people, with whom he was much pleased— 
mostly black, and some nearly white, hair between 
that of a negro and white mans beard; good} 
European features—some of their noses would even | 
be considere] sharp in America. Again, he speaks | 
of them as “that superior class or race of men| 
who have jet black skiis with European features | 
and large beard. They are sometimes called white! 
black men.” | 
Mr. Bowen adds:—“I never saw an honorable | 
man, nor a modest woman in Afriea till I reached 
Horrin. ‘The number of people who can read and 
write surprised me. Many of them have no idols. | 
They are generally serious, solid, sensible people, | 
and profess to believe in God. They have no| 
tincture of Mahomedanism.”
